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NH  Bans  Gay 
Foster  Parents

CONCORD,  NH  —  A  bill 
which  would  prohibit  lesbian 
and  gay  foster  parenting  and 
adoption  was  passed  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  here 
on  May  7.  According  to  lesbian 
and  gay  activists,  the  House 
vote  effectively  makes  the  bill 
law  because  the  Senate  is  sure 
to  pass  it. 

The  House  vote  followed  a 
ruling  on  the  constitutionality 
of  the  legislation  by  the  State 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  (SJC). 
In  a  4-1  ruling,  the  court  said 
that  barring  lesbians  and  gay 
men  from  adoption  and  foster 
parenting  is  constitutional. 
But,  with  a  5-0  vote,  the  court 
ruled  that  a  section  of  the  bill 
which  would  prohibit  lesbian 
and  gay  day  care  center  direc¬ 
tors  is  unconstitutional. 
Language  referring  to  the  latter 
ruling  was  removed  from  the 
legislation. 

The  SJC  did  not  endorse  the 
legislation,  according  to  Marcus 
Hum  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Citizens  Alliance  for  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Rights  (CAGLR).  The 


court  decision  regarding  adop¬ 
tion  and  foster  parenting  was 
based  on  concern  about 
whether  sexual  orientation  can 
be  passed  from  parent  to  child. 
The  court  admitted  that  the 
bulk  of  scientific  studies  say 
there  is  not  such  transference, 
said  Hum.  According  to  the 
SJC,  discrimination  against  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  in  employ¬ 
ment  would  be  unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

While  traditional  anti -gay 
rhetoric  was  used  extensively  by 
the  bill’s  proponents  during  the 
House  debate,  a  majority  of 
those  who  spoke  were  against 
the  bill. 

“Throughout  history  we’ve 
had  our  scapegoats,”  said  Rep. 
Delores  Prince  (D-Nashua),  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Concord 
Monitor.  “We  should  not 
single  out  homosexuals  and 
punish  them  just  because  we’re 
afraid  of  them  and  don’t  un¬ 
derstand  them.” 

But  the  bill’s  original  spon¬ 
sor,  Mildred  Ingram

‘Jerker’  Broadcaster  Sues 
FCC  on  Obscenity  Ruling

LOS  ANGELES  —  The 
Pacifica  Foundation  will  file  suit 
against  the  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission  (FCC),  charg¬ 
ing  that  its  First  Amendment 
rights  have  been  violated  by  the 
FCC’s  censure  of  a  local  Pacifica 
affiliate  radio  station,  KPFK. 
KPFK  was  punished  for  airing  ex¬ 
cerpts  from  “Jerker,”  a  play 
about  gay  sexuality  in  the  AIDS 
era,  considered  “obscene”  by  the 
FCC. 

The  April  16  action,  which  also 
targetted  KCSB-Santa  Barbara 
and  WYSP-Philadelphia  for  “in¬ 
decency,”  created  a  furor  among 
broadcasters  and  free  speech  ad¬ 
vocates.  KCSB  and  WYSP  were 
sent  letters  of  warning,  while 
KPFK  was  referred  to  the  Justice 
Department  for  possible  prosecu¬ 
tion  under  United  States  Statute 
18,  which  carries  a  penalty  of  two 
years  in  prison  and  a  $10,000  fine. 
KPFK  also  stands  to  lose  its  broad¬ 
casting  license. 

The  Pacifica  Foundation  is  a 
non-profit,  public  broadcasting 
organization  that  operates  several 
progressive  West  Coast  radio  sta¬ 
tions. 

The  FCC  also  angered  the  media 
by  eliminating  the  old  standards 


Firefighters  Convicted 
of  Assault  on  Lesbians

BOSTON  —  Following  four 
days  of  testimony,  Boston 
municipal  Court  Judge  Charles 
Johnson  found  two  firefighters 
guilty  of  assault  and  battery  against 
two  lesbians.  Another  firefighter 
who  was  accused  of  assaulting  a 
gay  man  in  the  same  incident  was 
found  not  guilty.  Edward  Gott- 
wald  and  John  Sylvester,  who 
were  both  sentenced  to  six  months’ 
probation,  will  appeal  Johnson’s 
May  14  decision. 

The  incident 

f  ©*The  court  case  stems  from  an  in- 
adent  which  took  place  November 
3,  1986.  John  Welch,  Kris  Pierce 
and  Laurel  Bowman  were  walking 
near  the  corner  of  Boylston  Street 
and  Massachusetts  Avenue,  in 
Boston,  when  they  came  face  to 
face  with  firefighters  Gottwald, 
Sylvester  and  Patrick  Ellard.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Pierce’s  testimony  in 
court,  Gottwald  “plowed  right 
through  me.”  Following  an  ex¬ 
change  of  words,  he  “thr[e]w  me 
to  the  ground  and  started  kicking 
me.” 

Pierce  said  Gottwald  also  pin¬ 
ned  her  against  a  fence  overlook¬ 
ing  the  Massachusetts  turnpike. 
“He  said  if  1  tried  to  get  away  he 
would  throw  me  over  the  turnpike 
and  he  called  me  a  ‘fucking 
queer.’  ” 

Gottwald  released  her  to  run 
after  Welch,  said  Pierce.  “He  said 
(to  Welch],  ‘get  back  here  you  lit¬ 
tle  faggot,’  and  started  to  chase 
him,”  she  said. 

Sylvester  also  hit  her  in  the  face, 
said  Pierce. 

Welch  testified  that  at  about  the 
same  time  Gottwald  grabbed 
Pierce,  Ellard  “grabbed  me  by  the 
shoulder  and  threw  me  in  front  of 


himself.”  Ellard  reportedly  said, 
“Calm  down,  what  are  you  crazy? 
We’re  going  to  kill  you.”  Ellard 
hit  him  in  the  head  and  banged  his 
head  against  the  sidewalk,  said 
Welch. 

Bowman  said  she  attempted  to 
help  Pierce  by  pulling  Gottwald 
away,  at  which  time  Sylvester  forc¬ 
ed  her  against  a  fence,  severely 
twisting  and  injuring  one  of  her 
arms.  According  to  Bowman, 
Sylvester  said,  “Look  buddy,  if 
you  make  a  move  I’m  going  to  kill 
you.” 

Sylvester  apparently  released 
Bowman  temporarily,  but  later 
grabbed  her  a  second  time.  She 
spit  in  his  face  in  response  and 
tried  to  flee  from  the  scene. 
Bowman  said  Sylvester  kicked  her 
in  the  back  as  she  ran,  sending  her 
careening  into  an  automobile 
which  had  stopped  at  a  red  light  on 
Massachusetts  Avenue.  Inside  the 
car  was  a  uniformed  Boston  police 
officer,  who  upon  Bowman’s  re¬ 
quest  for  help,  chased  and  ap¬ 
prehended  Sylvester. 

Pierce  was  able  to  ask  a  nearby 
ambulance  driver  to  call  for  help 
and  Welch,  who  said  he  managed 
to  throw  Ellard  off  balance,  had 
asked  a  salesperson  in  a  nearby  li¬ 
quor  store  to  do  the  same.  As 
many  as  seven  police  officers  arriv¬ 
ed  on  the  scene. 

According  to  Pierce,  Welch  and 
Bowman,  one  of  the  men  who  ar¬ 
rived  on  the  scene  had  three  iden¬ 
tification  cards  in  his  hand  and 
asked  them  for  theirs.  While 
Pierce  and  Welch  initially  gave 
their  identification  cards  to  the 
man,  they  took  them  back  because 
the  man  said  he  was  going  to  give 
their  card  to  the  firefighters. 
Bowman  had  no  identification  with 


her. 

“The  officers  told  us  we  had  to 
exchange  [identification  cards]  if 
we  wanted  to  do  something  about 
it  [the  assault],”  testified  Pierce. 
Following  some  conversation 
among  a  few  of  the  police  officers,

and  adopting  new  “case  by  case” 
rules  regulating  “decency”  on  the 
airwaves,  which  critics  say  only 
serves  to  cause  confusion  about 
what  can  and  what  cannot  be  said 
on .  the  air.  “Vagueness  is  the 
classic  tool  of  oppressive  censor¬ 
ship  —  a  tool  now  wielded  by  a 
surprising  censor,  the  FCC,”  a 
New  York  Times  editorial  stated. 

Justice  Department  spokesper¬ 
son  Amy  Brown  told  GCN  legal 
action  against  the  Los  Angeles  sta¬ 
tion  is  under  consideration.  She 
explained  that  although  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  radio  stations  is  unusual, 
the  department  probably  will 
follow  the  recommendation  of  the 
FCC.  Newly  appointed  FCC  Chair¬ 
man  Dennis  Patrick  is  said  to  be  a 
close  political  ally  of  Attorney 
General  Edwin  Meese. 

The  Los  Angeles  broadcast  of 
“Jerker,”  subtitled  “A  Por¬ 
nographic  Elegy  With  Redeeming 
Social  Value,  and  A  Hymn  to  the 
Queer  Men  of  San  Francisco,  in 
Twenty  Telephone  Calls,  Many  of 
Them  Dirty,”  was  adapted  from  a 
play  by  Robert  Chesley  about  love 
and  phone  sex  in  the  age  of  AIDS. 
The  show  does  include  several  of 
the  “seven  dirty  words”  — 
motherfucker,  cocksucker,  cunt, 
i  piss,  shit,  tit,  and  fuck  —  pro¬ 
hibited  by  the  FCC,  during 
graphic  phone  sex  conversations 
about  gay  sex  between  two  men. 
The  play  is  intended  to  explore 
erotic  safe  sex,  according  to 
Nicholas  Deutsch,  director  and  co¬ 
producer  of  the  New  York  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  play. 

Duncan  Donovan  of  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union’s 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  Project  in 
Los  Angeles  defends  the  program’s 
use  of  dirty  words.  “This  play 
gives  an  important  message  about 
AIDS  to  the  community.  It  is 
about  communicating  verbally  — 


the  safest  sex  there  is.  The  idea  that 
naughty  words  are  more  horrible 
than  missing  the  opportunity  to 
save  lives  is  a  preposteroqs  com¬ 
bination  of  values.  As  the  Surgeon 
General  has  said,  education  must 
be  presented  in  a  language  which 
people  will  understand,  the 
language  of  the  people.” 

David  Salnaker,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  Pacifica  Foundation,  pro¬ 
mised  to  fight  the  decision  to  the 
end  and  explained  that  Pacifica 
lawyers  believe  the  FCC  ruling  to 
be  unconstitutional  on  several 
grounds.  The  show  met  every  ex¬ 
isting  broadcasting  guideline, 
including:  a  late  night  airing  with 
little  likelihood  of  a  juvenile  au¬ 
dience,  an  artistic  work  of  presum¬ 
ed  social  importance,  a  sensitive 
language  disclaimer,  and  a  target 
audience  of  gay  listeners,  according 
to  Salnaker. 

Salnaker  claimed  that  the  FCC 
decision  amounted  to  “political 
harassment”  of  gay  programming. 
He  pointed  out  that  KPFK  was 
singled  out  for  censure  while 
WYSP  got  off  with  a  reprimand. 
Salnaker  said  that  unlike  WYSP, 
which  broadcasts  a  Howard  Stern 
show  often  called  racist,  sexist, 
and  homophobic,  “We  are  not 
shock  radio.  We  are  socially 
responsible  radio.”  The  Village 
Voice's  Richard  Goldstein  quoted 
a  recent  Stern  “joke”:  “Would 
you  trust  a  Black  surgeon  to 
operate  on  your  brain?”  Stern 
once  used  the  word  “fags”  to 
describe  gay  people  on  a  David 
Letterman  show.  The  FCC  receiv¬ 
ed  47  complaints  about  Stern  but 
only  one  about  “Jerker.” 

Deutsch  said  that  the  FCC  may 
not  have  been  aware  of  the 
strength  of  the  Pacifica  case.  The 
play  was  recently  reviewed 
favorably  by  the  New  York  Times,

Minn.  Keeps  Sodomy  Law

MINNEAPOLIS,  MN  —  A  bill  repealing  the 
laws  against  sodomy,  fornication  and  adultery  was 
defeated  14  to  1 1  in  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the 
Minnesota  House  on  April  7.  The  defeat  came  the 
day  after  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate 
had  approved  the  bill  by  an  1 1  to  4  vote. 

Although  activists  are  attempting  to  lobby 
some  of  the  House  Judiciary  Committee  members, 
the  bill  has  a  poor  chance  of  passage  even  if  it 
reaches  the  floor  of  either  house.  The  Senate  spon¬ 
sor,  Donna  Peterson,  is  not  expected  to  bring  it  to 
the  floor  of  the  Senate  if  it  doesn’t  get  out  of  the 
House  Judiciary  Committee. 

Sodomy  is  currently  a  gross  misdemeanor  in 
Minnesota  with  a  penalty  of  one  year  in  jail  and  a 
$1,000  fine. 

The  opposition  to  the  bill  was  led  by  the 
Berean  League,  which  describes  itself  as  “a  coali¬ 
tion  of  concerned  Christians.”  The  League  flood¬ 
ed  the  legislature  with  a  barrage  of  phone  calls. 
Other  opponents  included  the  Concerned  Women 
of  America  and  Phyllis  Schlafly’s  Eagle  Forum. 

There  was  also  opposition  in  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  to  the  bill  because  of  a  provision  which 
raised  the  penalty  for  public  sex  to  a  gross  misde¬ 
meanor  on  a  second  conviction  and  a  felony  on  a 
third  conviction.  The  Minnesota  Alliance  Against 
AIDS  passed  a  resolution  supporting  sodomy 
repeal  but  opposing  any  increase  in  the  penalties 
for  public  sex.  The  Legal  and  Human  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Minnesota  AIDS  Project 
(MAP)  supported  sodomy  repeal  but  opposed  the 


bill  before  the  legislature  because  of  the  public  sex 
provisions.  The  committee’s  resolution  was  tabled 
by  a  badly  divided  MAP  board  wth  five  members 
voting  for  the  resolution,  six  abstaining  and  one 
opposed.  The  Northland  Business  Association 
also  refrained  from  supporting  the  bill  because  of 
divisions  in  its  membership.  In  addition,  Tim 
Campbell,  publisher  of  GLC  Voice,  a  Twin  Cities 
gay  newspaper,  charged  that  news  coverage  of  the 
proposed  law  had  led  to  an  increase  in  police 
harassment  of  gay  people  in  adult  bookstores. 

The  group  formed  to  support  the  bill  called 
itself  the  Coalition  for  Privacy  and  straight 
legislators  authored  the  bill  instead  of  openly  gay 
State  Senator  Allan  Spear  and  openly  lesbian  Rep. 
Karen  Clark. 

A  broad  coalition  of  predominantly  straight 
organizations  ranging  from  the  Hennepin  County 
Attorney’s  Office  and  the  Minnesota  Bar  Associa¬ 
tion  to  the  Minnesota  Public  Health  Association 
and  the  Minnesota  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  mobilized  behind  the  bill.  Several 
representatives  of  the  disabled  community  also 
testified  in  favor. 

The  only  other  route  to  overturning  Min¬ 
nesota’s  sodomy  law  is  in  the  courts.  Hennepin 
County  District  Judge  Pamela  Alexander  ruled 
that  the  law  violated  the  state  constitution’s 
guarantee  of  privacy  rights  on  December  1,  1986. 
The  Minnesota  Civil  Liberties  Union  has  also 
agreed  to  initiate  a  class  action  suit  against  the 
sodomy  law.

dutch  cardinal  sued  by  queers, 
feminists 

UTRECHT,  Netherlands  —  Adrianus  Cardinal 
Simonis,  head  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church  in  the 
Netherlands,  was  sued  recently  for  his  anti-gay 
statements.  A  women’s  group  brought  a  similar  case 
against  the  Cardinal  as  a  result  of  his  claims  that 
women  are  naturally  inferior  to  men.  The  courts  ruled 
in  favor  of  the  Cardinal  in  both  cases,  according  to  the 
New  York  Times,  but  Dutch  activists  say  they  are  en¬ 
couraged  because  the  public  battles  re-opened 
debate  on  church  attitudes. 

The  first  suit  was  brought  by  the  COC,  a  Dutch 
gay  rights  organization,  in  response  to  a  radio  inter¬ 
view  in  which  the  Cardinal  expressed  sympathy  with 
landlords  who  refuse  to  rent  to  lesbians  and  gay  men. 
The  suit  acknowledged  the  Cardinal’s  right  to 
freedom  of  religion,  but  said  it  stopped  when  he 
began  speaking  out  in  a  way  that  encouraged  discrim¬ 
ination  and  caused  psychological  harm. 

The  feminist  suit  came  in  response  to  an  article 
the  Cardinal  wrote  for  a  theological  journal.  The  arti¬ 
cle  claimed  that  feminist  theology  threatened  the 
“priority  of  man  in  the  order  of  creation.”  It  also  used 
an  ovum’s  “passive  waiting”  for  fertilization  by  a 
“dynamic,  active,  masculine”  sperm  as  proof  that 
women  should  naturally  play  a  passive  role  in  the 
world. 

Despite  the  unfavorable  rulings,  activists  are  tak¬ 
ing  heart  that  the  highly  publicized  cases  have  focus¬ 
ed  attention  on  the  church’s  conservative  social 
beliefs.  The  church’s  stands  on  abortion,  birth  con¬ 
trol,  and  priestly  celibacy,  as  well  as  women’s  and  gay 
rights,  are  all  at  odds  with  public  attitudes  in  the 
Netherlands.  And,  the  ruling  in  the  gay  rightscase  left 
open  the  possibility  for  another  suit  if  a  law  forbid¬ 
ding  discrimination  against  gay  people  is  passed.

aids  epidemic  in  cuba? 

HAVANA  —  The  Cuban  government  is  minimiz¬ 
ing  the  advance  of  AIDS  in  Cuba,  according  to  Radio 
Marti,  station  of  the  United  States  Information  Agen¬ 
cy  transmitting  to  Cuba,  and  according  to  many 
Cuban  exiles  living  in  the  United  States,  as  cited  in 
the  Washington  Post  via  El  Mundo  of  Cambridge, 
Mass. 

Cuba,  which  claims  the  U.S  is  the  origin  of  the 
virus,  only  reports  one  case  of  AIDS,  a  person  who 
had  returned  from  a  trip  to  New  York.  According  to 
sources  cited  by  the  Post,  Cuba  may  have  many  more 
cases  of  AIDS,  spread  principally  by  means  of  the 
300,000  or  400,000  Cuban  soldiers  who  have  returned 
from  Angola  or  other  areas  of  Africa  where  AIDS  is 
rampant. 

The  Director  of  Radio  Marti,  Ernesto  Betancourt, 
believes  that  the  quarantine  imposed  on  soldiers 
returning  from  Africa  and  the  sending  of  blood  from 
Cuba  to  soldiers  wounded  in  that  continent,  is 
evidence  that  Cuba  faces  a  massive  AIDS  epidemic.

australia’s  ‘grim  reaper’  campaign 

SYDNEY,  Australia  —  The  Federal  Government 
launched  its  three  million  dollar  AIDS  educational 
campaign  in  Sydney  on  April  5.  Unfortunately,  the 
campaign  sets  out  to  shock  and  frighten  rather  than 
educate. 

In  the  campaign’s  television  commercial,  the 
“grim  reaper”  is  depicted  in  an  outer  space  bowling 
alley  with  human  beings  as  the  pins  to  be  knocked 
down  and  swept  into  the  gutter  amid  clouds  of  smoke. 
The  male  voice  over  the  visual  emphasizes  sexual 
abstinence  or  sex  with  only  one  monogamous 
“faithful”  partner.  Condoms  are  mentioned  as  a  last 
resort,  but  there  is  no  attempt  to  show  or  explain  how 
to  use  a  condom. 

Nowhere  in  the  campaign  is  any  mention  made 
of  mutual  masturbation  and  how  to  make  it  an  en¬ 
joyable  alternative. 

According  to  the  Sydney  Coalition  for  Safe  Sex, 
whose  members  demonstrated  outside  the  cinema 
hosting  a  media  briefing  on  the  campaign,  the 
challenge  of  AIDS  is  to  teach  everyone  to  enjoy  sex 
safely,  not  to  re-define  safe  sex  in  “moral”  terms. 

On  a  somewhat  more  positive  note,  one  of  the 
radio  commercials  directed  at  12  year  olds  and 
adolescents  generally,  is  not  in  the  least  judgmen¬ 
tal.  It  is,  however,  sensational  in  tone.  The  adult  male 
voice  advises...  “If  you  use  needles  think  about 
this . . .  sharing  needles  is  the  easiest  way  to  pass  on 
AIDS. . .  one  shot  from  an  infected  syringe  can  kill 
you. .  .  (SOUND  OF  GUN  SHOTS). . .  If  you  think  it 
can’t  happen  to  you,  you’re  wrong.  Already  there  are 
hundreds  of  needle  users  carrying  and  spreading  the 
AIDS  virus ....  Most  of  them  don’t  even  know  they’ve 
got  it.  . .  (SOUND  OF  MORE  GUNSHOTS).”

AMSTERDAM  —  A  respected  Dutch  physician, 
Sven  Danner,  recently  acknowledged  that  a  number 
of  people  with  AIDS  (PWAs)  in  the  Netherlands  have 
chosen  to  end  their  suffering  by  having  their  doctors 
administer  lethal  drug  doses  to  them,  according  to 
the  New  York  Times.. 

Danner  confirmed  that  two  PWAs  in  the  hospital 
where  he  works  have  died  by  this  means,  and  that  he 
knew  of  about  ten  others  who  have  received  lethal  in¬ 
jections  in  their  homes. 

The  Dutch  are  openly  tolerant  of  voluntary 
euthanasia,  which  is  legal  under  limited  cir¬ 
cumstances.  The  person  in  question  must  be  ter¬ 
minally  ill  and  must  be  judged  to  be  in  unbearable 
pain. 

Gay  activists  say  that  although  euthanasia  is 
becoming  an  increasingly  important  issue  as  the 
AIDS  crisis  grows,  most  PWAs  who  wish  to  die  do  so 
by  passive  means  such  as  refusing  life-prolonging 
treatment.

deaf  woman  sues  to  be  on  jury 

BLAIR  COUNTY,  PA  —  A  deaf  woman  has  sued  a 
judge  here  who  rejected  her  as  a  prospective  juror 
because  she  could  not  hear.  Judge  R.  Brunbaugh 
dismissed  JoAnn  DeLong  from  a  panel  of  potential 
jurors  before  lawyers  on  either  side  of  the  case  had 
the  opportunity  to  question  her,  according  to  the 
Associated  Press  via  Radia  of  New  Haven,  Conn. 

DeLong’s  .  suit  does  not  ask  for  financial 
damages  but  seeks  a  court  order  permitting  disabled 
people  to  participate  on  juries.  The  suit  claims  that 
Judge  Brunbaugh’s  action  was  in  violation  of  a 
Federal  statute  prohibiting  discrimination  against 
the  handicapped  in  any  activity  using  Federal  funds. 
DeLong,  who  was  fully  hearing  until  an  illness  at  the 
age  of  seven,  uses  an  interpreter  using  the  Signed 
English  system  to  translate  spoken  English  word  for 
word.

Canadian  lesbian  charged  with 
abducting  her  children 

TORONTO  —  Rites  reports  that  the  first  open 
lesbian  in  Canada  to  win  a  custody  suit  for  her 
children  faces  trial  May  28  on  charges  of  abducting 
the  children. 

Gayle  Bezaire’s  custody  award  stipulated  that 
she  not  have  a  lover.  In  1980,  after  losing  custody  for 
having  a  lover,  Bezaire  was  charged  with  abduction 
—  despite  proof  that  the  father  was  abusing  the  child. 

Bezaire  surrendered  to  Windsor  police  in 
December  of  1985.  She  faces  a  maximum  sentence  of 
50  years  imprisonment.  The  Gayle  Bezaire  Defense 
Fund  hopes  to  build  a  case  on  the  argument  that  the 
original  custody  order  was  a  breach  of  civil  rights  of 
lesbians  and  mothers.

We  ‘re  here,  we  ‘re  there 
We’re  everywhere

AMHERST,  MA  —  Nearly 
1 ,000  people  attended  a  march  and 
rally  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts/Amherst  on  May  6 
to  protest  anti-gay  activist  Paul 
Cameron’s  visit  to  the  campus  and 
to  support  lesbian/gay  rights.  The 
march  was  sponsored  by  a  broad- 
based  coalition  of  students,  staff, 
administrators  and  faculty. 
Cameron,  a  Nebraska  “psycho¬ 
logist”  who  advocates  the  quaran¬ 
tine  and  extermination  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple,  was  expelled  from  the 
American  Psychological  Associa¬ 
tion  (APA)  for  violations  of  its 
ethical  code.  The  American  Socio¬ 
logical  Association  (ASA)  also 
dismissed  him,  because  he  “con¬ 
sistently  misinterpret[s]  and 
misrepresent  [s]  sociological  re¬ 
search  on  homosexuality.” 
Cameron  was  brought  to  UMASS 
by  a  small  ultra-conservative 
group  called  Students  for 
America. 

Most  University  administrators 
as  well  as  a  wide  range  of  student 
groups  urged  the  community  to 
boycott  Cameron’s  speech  and  to 


UMASS  student  Paul  Throne  read 
a  litany  in  memory  of  lesbians  and 
gay  men,  noting  those  who  have 
been  fired  for  being  gay,  who  have 
lost  their  children,  who  have  been 
locked  away  in  mental  hospitals 
and  in  prisons,  who  have  been 
assaulted  in  the  streets  or  brutaliz¬ 
ed  by  the  police,  and  who  were 
murdered  in  Nazi  concentration 
camps.  As  Throne  read  each 
rememberance,  a  lavender  balloon 
was  released;  then,  asking  the 
marchers  to  close  their  eyes  and 
imagine  a  world  free  of 
homophobia  and  all  other  oppres¬ 
sion,  hundreds  of  balloons  were  let 
go. 

The  rally  continued  outside  of 
the  Student  Union  Building  where 
UMASS  and  APA  professor  Bon¬ 
nie  Strickland  condemned 
Cameron’s  spreading  of  homo- 
phobic  lies. 

Kevin  Cathcart,  Executive 
Director  of  Boston’s  Gay  and  Les¬ 
bian  Advocates  and  Defenders, 
spoke  next.  Referring  to 
Cameron’s  insistence,  that 
somebody  debate  him,  Cathcart 


Angeles  station  fall  under  obsceni¬ 
ty  regulations,  which  remain  the 
same. 

Rosemary  Kimbell  of  the  FCC 
explained  that  transgressions  of 
the  regulations  will  be  dealt  with 
more  severely  in  the  future  because 
of  the  increasing  number  of  com¬ 
plaints  received  by  the  FCC  and 
the  proliferation  of  “shock”  and 
sexually  explicit  radio.  She  dis¬ 
missed  Salnaker’s  charge  that  the 
decision  to  refer  the  Los  Angeles 
station  to  the  Justice  Department 
for  prosecution  but  not  the 
Philadelphia  or  Santa  Barbara 
station  was  based  on  political  con¬ 
siderations.  “Howard  Stern  is 
indecent,  which  is  not  considered 
as  serious  a  transgression  as 
obscenity,  the  category  KPFK  falls 
under,”  Kimbell  said. 

The  FCC  has  also  come  under 
increasing  presure  from  some 
members  of  Congress,  including 
Senator  Albert  Gore  (D-Tenn.),  to 
crack  down  on  obscenity.  Gore,  a 
Democratic  presidential  cand¬ 
idate,  is  the  husband  of  Tipper

attend  the  alternative  events, 
which  included  an  “anti- 
oppression”  dance  after  the  march 
and  rally. 

As  marchers  assembled,  per¬ 
former  Marcie  Boyd  sang  “Foster 
Equality”  (see  story  on  foster 
policy  protest,  this  page)  to  the 
tune  of  “God  Bless  America”  and 
student  activist  Kenny  Maisonet 
addressed  the  crowd.  Maisonet 
said  that  as  a  Puerto  Rican  male  he 
has  had  to  fight  against  racism, 
sexism  and  homophobia,  and 
everyone  must  learn  to  do  the 
same. 

“I  don’t  want  to  speak  about 
[Cameron]  too  much,”  said 
Maisonet.  “I  won’t  give  him  that 
much  power.” 

Carrying  bunches  of  lavender 
balloons  and  banners  ranging 
from  “UMASS  supports  les¬ 
bian/gay/bisexual  rights”  to 
“[B’nai  Brith]  Hillel  condemns 
Cameron”  to  “I’m  not  a  threat, 
I’m  a  promise,”  participants  mar¬ 
ched  to  the  Whitmore  Administra¬ 
tion  Building  where  emcees  Ruth 
Goldman  and  Todd  Warren  read  a 
list  of  demands  from  the  Lesbian, 
Bisexual  and  Gay  Alliance  .  The 
demands  include:  that  the  Univer¬ 
sity  publicly  state  its  sanctions 
against  those  who  oppress  others 
and  actively  assist  victims  of 
harassment  in  prosecuting  their 
complaints;  offer  increased  sup¬ 
port  to  the  Lesbian  Union  and 
Lesbian,  Gay  and  Bisexual 
Alliance;  establish  at  least  one  ful¬ 
ly  publicized  course  on  les¬ 
bian/gay/bisexual  studies;  employ 
an  AIDS  educator  by  June  15;  and 
make  a  commitment  to  keeping 
and  enforcing  the  school’s  non¬ 
discrimination  clause. 

Marchers  continued  around  the 
campus,  pausing  at  one  point  for  a 
moment  of  silence  while  chapel 
bells  tolled  18  times  —  once  for 
every  year  since  Stonewall. 


said,  “We  do  not  debate  racism  or 
anti-Semitism,  and  we  will  not 
debate  homophobia.” 

Cathcart  stressed  that  lesbians 
and  gay  men  at  UMASS  deserve 
far  more  than  support  against 
Cameron.  Emphasizing  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  lesbian/gay  studies,  he 
said  the  University  must  be  made 
to  tell  the  truth  about  lesbians  and 
gay  men.  “If  they  don’t,  they  are 
failing  all  students  who  get  to  go 
through  here  without  learning 
about  gay  people.” 

Sue  Hyde  of  the  National  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Task  Force  also  ad¬ 
dressed  the  rally  in  an  impassioned 
speech  filled  with  both  anger  and 
humor.  “We  must  meet 
Cameron’s  lies  with  truth,”  she 
urged.  “And  we  must  meet  his 
hate  with  our  own  self-respect, 
dignity  and  knowledge.” 

Following  the  rally  the  crowd 
marched  into  the  Student  Union 
for  a  dance  in  the  ballroom. 
Escorts  and  rides  were  available 
for  those  travelling  home  alone, 
and  faculty,  staff  and  ad¬ 
ministrators  provided  temporary 
housing  for  students  wanting  to 
avoid  harassment  in  their 
residence  halls. 

The  Program  for  Lesbian,  Gay 
and  Bisexual  Concerns  provided 
the  campus  with  a  flyer  containing 
information  on  available  counsel¬ 
ing  resources,  support  services, 
and  public  safety.  Drop-in  rap 
groups  were  available,  as  was 
academic  support  for  students 
whose  studies  were  disturbed  by 
planning  the  counter-action  to 
Cameron’s  visit.  Jewish,  Catholic 
and  Protestant  clergy  also  re¬ 
quested  that  their  names  be  on  the 
flyer,  and  they  wrote  a  joint  letter 
to  the  UMASS  Daily  Collegian, 
calling  upon  the  community  to  say 
“no”  lo  Cameron’s  visit. 

Also  appearing  in  the  Collegian 
was  an  editorial  by  student  Board 


show  we  have  the  courage  to 
care.”  The  Board  of  Governors 
distributed  the  pink  triangle  but¬ 
tons. 

According  to  Larry  Benedict, 
Associate  Vice-Chancellor  for  Stu¬ 
dent  Affairs,  the  University  does 
expect  an  increase  in  harassment 
against  lesbians  and  gay  men.  The 
May  8  edition  of  the  Collegian 
reports  that  the  Program  for  Les¬ 
bian,  Gay  and  Bisexual  Concerns 
has  already  received  20  written 
complaints  of  harassment  related 
to  Cameron’s  appearance  includ¬ 
ing  a  report  of  a  stone-throwing. 
The  office  of  Student  Affairs  also 
received  a  harassment  complaint. 

“It’s  been  a  very  stressful  situa¬ 
tion  for  all  gay  and  lesbian  people 
in  this  community,”  said  Hank 
Barszcz,  a  member  of  the  UMASS 
physical  plant  staff  who  is  on  the 
Faculty  and  Staff  Support 
Committee  for  Lesbian,  Gay  and 
Bisexual  Concerns.  “But  the 
amount  of  unsolicited  support 
from  various  groups  has  been 
overwhelming.  We  plan  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  draw  upon  the  administra¬ 
tion’s  support;  to  continue  to  press 
for  our  rights. .  .our  place  in  this 
community.” 

A  number  of  conservative 
groups  on  campus  also  spoke  out 
against  Cameron’s  visit,  holding 
their  own  rally  against  him  on  May 
5.  The  Minuteman,  UMASS’s 
conservative  paper,  also  donated 
money  for  the  campus-wide  march 
and  rally.  Said  one  conservative 
student  who  opposes  homopho¬ 
bia,  “You  have  to  change  with  the 
times.” 


‘Jerker’  Broadcaster  Sues  FCC

which  gives  it  added  legitimacy  as  a 
work  of  art  in  the  eyes  of  the  law. 
“They  [the  FCC]  saw  this  as  a 
chance  to  attack  one  of  the  few 
progressive  networks,  but  they  did 
not  realize  that  they  were  attacking 
a  legitimate,  professional,  educa¬ 
tional  production  . . .  This  is  not 
pornography,  it  is  a  sweet,  warm 
play  about  people  reaching  out  to 
each  other  in  a  crisis.” 

On  April  19,  the  FCC  changed 
its  regulations  about  “decency” 
on  the  airwaves.  For  the  last 
decade  the  FCC  has  required  that 
broadcasters  simply  warn  the  aud¬ 
ience  of  possibly  objectionable 
content,  avoid  the  “George  Carlin 
seven  dirty  words”  and  run  ex¬ 
plicit  programs  onfy  after  10  p.m., 
when  children  are  more  likely  to  be 
asleep.  The  new  regulations,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  FCC,  substitute  a 
case-by-case  basis  for  the  existing 
uniform  standards. 

The  new  regulations  did  not  go 
into  effect  until  after  the  actions 
were  taken  against  the  three  radio 
stations.  Changes  against  the  Los 


Gore  who  has  led  the  campaign  to 
regulate  rock  music  lyrics.  She  is 
the  author  of  the  recently  publish¬ 
ed,  “How  to  Raise  PG  Kids  in  an 
X  Rated  Society.” 

Kimbell  admitted  that  the  new 
guidelines  were  vague,  but  said 
that  a  “case-by-case”  approach 
was  the  only  way  to  “wipe  out”  in¬ 
decency  and  obscenity  on  the  air¬ 
waves.  “Although  a  case-by-case 
approach  might  be  construed  as 
open  to  a  political  bias,  we  still 
must  rely  on  complaints  to  know 
where  the  problems  exist.”  She  ad¬ 
ded  that  the  FCC  would  be  more 
impressed  by  personal  letters  of 
complaint  than  form  letters  that 
might  result  from  a  political  cam¬ 
paign  against  a  certain  station. 
“We  simply  want  stations  to  think 
twice  about  what  they  are  airing 
and  to  tailor  their  broadcast  to 
their  audience.” 

Obscenity  has  been  defined  by 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  as  any 
“patently  offensive”  language 
which  offends  comtemporary

BROOKLINE,  MA  -  Sixty  les¬ 
bians,  gay  men  and  their  children 
marched  to  Massachusetts  Gover¬ 
nor  Michael  Dukakis’  Brookline 
home  on  Mother’s  Day,  May  10, 
to  demand  a  reversal  of  his  now- 
infamous  homophobic  foster  care 
policy.  The  event  began  with  a 
brief  rally  at  nearby  Knyvet  Park, 
after  which  the  crowd  followed  the 
advice  of  Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Political  Alliance  speaker  Tony 
Watson  to  be  “loud  and  rude  and 
obnoxious”  until  the  policy  is 
overturned.  Boston’s  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Defense  Committee 
(GLDC)  organized  the  action. 

Claiming  Mother’s  Day  as  a 
time  to  celebrate  non-traditional 
families,  a  visibly  pregnant  lesbian 
and  her  lover  led  the  protest,  a 
number  of  lesbians  marched  with 
their  children,  and  rally  speaker 
Joyce  Kauffman  introduced  her 
two-year-old  daughter  to  the 
crowd’s  cheers.  Kauffman  en¬ 
couraged  marchers  interested  in 
non-traditional  parenting  to  at¬ 
tend  Boston’s  third  Lesbians  and 
Children  conference,  scheduled 
for  this  fall. 

In  front  of  Dukakis’  home, 
GLDC  member  Margaret  Cerullo 
demanded  that  the  Governor 
adhere  to  his  own  foster  care  com¬ 
mission’s  recommendations.  Issued 
five  months  ago,  the  commission’s 
report  states  that  sexual  preference 
should  not  in  and  of  itself  be  a 
determining  factor  in  foster  care 
placement.  The  Governor  has  not 
responded  to  the  commission.

With  this  in 
mind,  why,  Ms.  Murphy,  do  you  bother  yourself 
and  your  readers  with  the  question,  “Is  there 
anything  positive  about  this  type  of  power?”  A 
question  like  this  could  be  answered  if  Murphy 
had  not  already  decided  that  the  answer  to  it  is  no, 
because  for  her  the  ‘type’  of  power  she  believes  is 
being  spoken  of  is  “the  same  type  of  power  that 
has  been  used  against  women  by  men  for  centur¬ 
ies,”  which  is  part  of  a  statement  she  makes  later 
on  in  her  letter.  In  the  same  statement,  she  con¬ 
cedes  that  she  isn’t  even  sure  that  the  power  used 
in  an  S/M  scene  is  of  the  same  ‘type’  as  that  used 
to  oppress  (women,  whoever)  when  she  says  that 
“sadists  SEEM  to  claim. . .”  a  form  of  power. 
Power  in  human  relationships  is  not  of  different 
types — it  is  used  in  different  ways  to  different 
ends,  but  power  is  power,  and  no  value  judge¬ 
ment  can  be  placed  on  power  itself. 

Murphy  already  knows  a  bit  about  power  her¬ 
self  and  she  uses  hers,  unfortunately,  to  in¬ 
timidate  women  into  submission  with  dogmatic 
political  rhetoric — women  who  might  otherwise 
explore  their  sexual  preferences.  Granted,  these 
women  have,  in  a  sense,  ‘agreed’  to  such  on¬ 
slaughts  because  they  have  had  no  support  for 
their  own  ideas  and  they  have  been  isolated  from 
each  other,  but  they  do  eventually,  if  very  slowly 
and  painfully,  dare  to  accept  and  embrace  their 
sadism  and/or  masochism.  Many  are  the  lesbians 
who  say  things  like,  “I’m  a  feminist  AND  I’m  in¬ 
to  S/M,”  or  “1  think  I’m  into  S/M  and  have 
wanted  to  explore  my  fantasies  for  years.  I’m 
ready  to  try,  but  I  have  no  support  from  anyone. 
No  one  in  the  women’s  community  would  under¬ 
stand  or  even  listen  to  me.”  I  think  this  is  very 
sad.  It  is  so  much  like  coming  out  to  a  hostile 
straight  family! 

How  do  you,  Ms.  Murphy,  come  off  claiming 
to  know  exactly  how  power  is  dealt  with  in  S/M? 
It  does  vary  from  one  situation  to  the  next  or 
from  one  set  of  partners  to  another.  I’ve  been  into 
the  scene  for  12  years,  and  even  I  won’t  claim  to 
know  how  each  of  these  situations  works.  The  on¬ 
ly  certain  thing  1  could  say  about  all  I’ve  seen  and 
experienced  in  S/M  is  that  mutual  consent  and 
caring  were  a  common  denominator.  In  all  of 
them  the  bottom,  after  much  forethought,  gladly 
placed  a  certain  amount  of  power  into  the  top’s 
hands  (if  the  top  wanted  to  accept  it)  and,  unless  I 
don’t  know  ecstasy  when  I  see  it,  these  folks  were 
all  having  one  hell  of  a  good  time! 

Constructive  criticism  should  not  be  threaten¬ 
ing,  that  is,  not  meant  to  do  ultimate  harm;  so, 
Ms.  Murphy,  we  agree  on  one  point:  it  is  nec¬ 
essary.  S/M  feminists  have  taken  criticism,  con¬ 
structive  or  otherwise,  from  anti-S/M  feminists. 
Criticism  is  supposed  to  be  based  on  a  certain  goal 
or  desired  outcome  —  it  is  supposed  to  help  one 
get  back  on  track.  However,  since  there  is  such 
variation  in  the  ways  women  choose  to  arrive  at 
their  feminist  goals,  criticisms  must  take  into  con¬ 
sideration  these  individual  needs  and  styles.  Thr 
overall  goal  of  feminism  is  to  empower  women  to 
the  point  where  we  are  equals  With  men  in  every 
sense  in  our  society.  Any  criticism  of  how  womeTi 
empower  themselves  must  be  given  from  a  very 
humbled  frame  of  mind.  S/M  lesbians  are  sear¬ 
ching,  each  in  their  own  way,  for  pleasurable 


ways  to  use  power  by  exploring  their  interests  in . 
the  S/M  scene.  It  is  not  for  anyone  or  any  group, 
feminist  or  not,  to  dictate  to  women  how  they  use 
and  enjoy  their  own  power. 

I  am  impressed  by  the  display  of  mistrust  you 
make  of  any  woman,  S/M  or  not,  who  disagrees 
with  your  definitions  of  feminism  and  power.  It 
can  be  inferred  from  your  statement,  “I  fail  to  see 
how  a  victim  of  S/M  violence  (physical  and 
psychlogical)  is  able  to  experience  any  power.” 
You  see  no  possibility  of  consent,  even  if  it  is 
spelled  out  for  you  exactly  how  this  consent  is  ar¬ 
rived  at  and  that  the  exchange  between  partners  is 
controlled  by  both  of  them.  However,  for  the 
benefit  of  others  who  are  not  so  prejudiced  as 
you,  I  will  spell  it  out. 

In  an  S/M  scene,  it  is  assumed  the  players  are 
consenting.  To  quote  an  anonymous  sadomaso- 
chist,  “If  it  ain’t  .sensual  and  mutual,  it  ain’t 
S/M.”  Situations  that  have  similar  features  (the 
familiar  rape  scenario  for  instance)  will  be  made 
entirely  different  from  each  other  because  of  the 
presence  of  one  dynamic,  which  is  consent.  Top 
and  bottom  (sadist  and  masochist)  have  a  safe 
code  consisting  of  a  few  certain  words  that,  when 
spoken  by  either  partner,  will  be  honored.  The  ac¬ 
tivity  will  end  abruptly  or  be  eased  in  some  way. 
This  is  a  new  way  for  women  (S/Mers)  to  deal 
with  each  other  and/or  with  men,  and  a  woman 
can  use  her  power  to  assert  that  she  wants 
something  or  that  she  doesn’t  want  something, 
and  it  will  be  respected.  This  is  a  positive,  ‘pro¬ 
woman’  way  to  use  power. 

Murphy  calls  non-S/M  sex  non-abusive,  and 
S/M  sex  abusive  and  violent.  I  will  kindly  repeat 
and  expand  on  my  statement  for  you,  Ms.  Mur¬ 
phy,  that  1  am  not  sexually  aroused  by  vanilla 
(non-S/M)  sex.  I  prefer  it  (S/M)  because  I  find 
happiness  (a  subjective  experience)  in  it,  in  spite 
of  your  erroneous  definitions  of  it. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Murphy  focuses  on 
sadists  in  her  letter  in  a  way  that  suggests  that 


sadists  were  the  perpetrators  of  and  the  leaders 
in  the  S/M  movement.  According  to  the  history 
of  the  beginning  of  the  Til  Eulenspiegel  Socety  of 
N.Y.,  a  long  existing  S/M  club,  the  original 
membership  was  open  only  to  masochists,  and  it 
was  started  by  masochists  who  needed  each  other 
for  support.  Many  of  the  lesbian  and  non-lesbian 
S/M  groups  in  the  U.S.  are  comprised  largely  of 
bottoms  who  take  part  in  running,  officiating, 
structuring,  and  decision-making  in  them.  Pushy 
tops  (and  pushy  bottoms)  do  not  last  long  as 
members  in  these  groups  if  they  ever  do  find  their 
way  into  them.  They  are  recognized  as  power 
abusers  and  are  eventually  confronted  and,  if 
necessary,  put  out. 

After  arriving  at  this  point,  I  ask  myself  if  it 
will  ever  be  possible  to  get  through  to  persons 
who  pretend  to  know  about  our  scene  and  really 
understand  nothing  about  it  thanks  to  a  relentless 
effort  to  stand  on  the  shaky  ground  of  their  pre¬ 
judices  against  us.

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Speaking  Out - 

Expanding  Gay  and  Lesbian  Cultural  Space

On  Friday,  May  1st,  a  remarkable  event  occurred  in  the  Last  Hurrah  bar  of  the  Parker 
House  Hotel,  as  nearly  fifty  gay  men  and  lesbians  gathered  unannounced  to  enjoy  drinks, 
free  hors  d’oeuvres  and  each  other  at  the  kick-off  for  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Defense 
Committee’s  spring  visibility  campaign.  We  gathered  around  a  row  of  tables  which  stretched 
across  the  bar,  pinned  on  our  Foster  Equality  buttons,  decorated  the  surroundings  with 
lavender  gay  and  lesbian  “awareness  cards”  and  had  a  wonderful  time  meeting  old  friends 
and  new  acquaintances,  engaging  freely  in  discussions  which  ranged  from  sex  to  gay  politics. 

Even  the  boldest  of  us  were  nervous,  but  as  our  numbers  grew  the  feeling  of  safety  and 
community  increased.  We  wandered  from  table  to  table  and  slowly  began  to  pass  out  cards 
to  tables  beyond  ourselves.  The  bartender  asked  for  a  button  and  one  woman  asked  for 
three  of  our  cards,  one  for  each  of  her  children,  all  gay.  The  curious  stares  and  quickly- 
averted  glances  only  reminded  us  of  our  impact.  As  one  participant  said,  “We  made  the 
space  comfortable  for  ourselves,  by  being  open  and  proud  of  who  we  are.  We  did  attract  a 
few  hostile  glances  but  we  realized  that  was  their  problem,  not  ours.”  Few  of  us  imagined 
how  empowering  an  experience  it  would  be.  One  GLDC  member  said,  “1  knew  1  would 
come  but  I  never  expected  such  a  good  time.” 

The  questions  we  had  asked  beforehand  —  How  will  we  show  we’re  gay?  How  will  we 
respond  to  hostility  or  threats?  How  will  we  incorporate  new  people?  —  resolved  themselves 
in  the  course  of  the  event.  In  part  this  was  due  to  the  planning  and  discussions  we  had  for 
months  prior  to  the  campaign.  In  part  it  was  the  number  of  people  who  came  and  our  ability 
to  establish  a  real  sense  of  community  among  ourselves.  That  sense  evoked  in  many  of  us  the 
need  to  expand  available  lesbian  and  gay  cultural  space,  so  events  like  this  become  a  regular 
part  of  community  life.  In  the  future  we’re  committed  to  doing  follow-up  events,  to  give  all 
participants,  new  and  old,  the  opportunity  to  discuss  experiences  and  to  address  our  concern 
that  new  people  continue  to  be  drawn  in  as  we  move  around  the  city. 

At  the  Last  Hurrah,  we  momentarily  transformed  a  location  which  has  been  the  site  of 
isolation  and  alienation  for  gay  men  and  lesbians  in  the  past.  We  came  braced  to  encounter 
hostility  and  left  with  the  reminder  of  what  nourishes  us  in  our  political  work.  We  are 


inspired  as  we  plan  future  events  and  hope  you  will  join  us.  The  greater  the  numbers,  the 
greater  the  possibilities.  Sexual  preference  is  no  passing  matter,  let’s  make  our  presence 
known!

Dear  GCN: 

This  is  an  open  letter  to  the  gay  men  of  Boston 
and  the  surrounding  areas. 

I  am  writing  as  a  Person  with  AIDS.  First,  let 
me  get  one  point  across.  PWAs  and  PWARCs 
(People  wiht  AIDS  and  People  with  AIDS  Related 
Complex)  are  human  beings  and  many  of  us  are 
still  very  functional  in  society,  at  work,  social  ac¬ 
tivities  and  sexual  activities. 

We  are  not,  by  any  means,  endangering  anyone 
by  having  sex,  as  long  as  it  is  safe.  I  am  so  sick  of 
other  faggots  who  go  around  thinking  they  are 
“virus-free”  and  tell  PWAs  and  PWARCs  that 
they  should  refrain  from  sex,  while  they  are  doing 
their  thing,  as  if  they  were  unaffected  by  the 
virus.  Who  are  they  to  judge?  Myself  and  other 
PWAs  and  PWARCs  I  know  of  have  been  told 
this  on  occasion  by  a  number  of  our  so-called 
healthy  brothers:  “You  are  still  having  sex!  You 
must  be  nuts.  It’s  like  murder!”  What  gives  them 
the  right  to  assume  they  are  any  more  healthy 
than  we  are? 

Sorry  boys,  but  if  you  don’t  know  the  facts  yet, 
I  suggest  you  get  educated.  The  chances  of 
anyone  contracting  this  virus  from  a  PWA  or

I  am  writing  on  behalf  of  the  DelRay  family 
here  in  Lincoln,  Neb.  Correctional  Inst.  We  are 
all  gay  and  have  been  trying  to  make  it  here  in 
prison  but  we  are  all  being  harassed  for  it.  The 
staff  tells  us  that  they  want  us  to  act  like  the  male 
prisoners  that  we  are  supposed  to  be  and  that  can¬ 
not  be  done. 

We  all  have  decided  to  call  each  other  by  our 
street  names  (mine  is  Maria  DelRay),  and  these 
names  are  known  throughout  the  institution,  but 
security  here  is  harassing  us  pretty  hard  for  it.  The 
only  step  thay  have  yet  to  take  is  to  put  us  on  ‘pro¬ 
tective’  custody  [isolation]  for  being  ‘security 
risks.’ 

We  are  not  causing  no  problems  with  anyone 
because  we  want  no  problems.  We  are  all  feminist 
gays  and  are  all  within  reach  of  each  other  for  our 
own  personal  reasons  and  safety  and  we  have  a 
couple  of  guys  that  watch  out  for  us  (and  the  ad¬ 
ministration  is  riding  them  also).  We  need  help 
and  advice.

Dear  GCN: 

Scott  Gassman,  of  the  Nurturing  News,  gave 
me  your  name.  1  ’d  like  to  tell  you  a  little  about  my 
recent  experience.  During  a  visit  with  my  lover  a 
“correctional  officer”  noticed  we  were  holding 
hands.  He  approached  us,  told  us  not  to  do 
anything  more,  and  then  moved  around  the 
visiting  room  pointing  out  the  two  faggots.  Im¬ 
agine,  sitting  in  a  room  full  of  people  and  having 
to  watch  an  officer  go  from  person  to  person  and 
point  you  out  as  a  faggot.  He  even  had  some  peo¬ 
ple  stand  up  so  they  could  get  a  better  view.  It 
took  great  patience  not  to  take  this  matter  into  my 
own  hands. 

Following  this  I  wrote  some  letters,  attempted 
to  see  the  warden,  contacted  the  ACLU  (what  a 
joke!)  and  some  gay  rights  organizations  (a  bigger 
joke!!),  but  had  no  luck  in  handling  the  ongoing 
harrassment  of  this  officer. 

Later  the  same  officer  defaced  my  state  ID  card 
by  writing  “fag”  across  the  front  of  it.  I  even  had 
the  internal  affairs  investigator  tell  me  that  “fag” 
was  defined  as  a  British  prep  student  required  to 


serve  an  upperclassmen. 

Then  the  fun  really  began.  During  the  next  12 
months,  I  was  transferred  to  9  different  institu¬ 
tions.  All  moves  were  administrative,  not  the 
result  of  any  disciplinary  infractions.  Currently  I 
live  with  the  constant  threat  of  being  assaulted 
physically  or  verbally. 

My  question  is,  where  do  we  begin  the  fight  to 
end  hatred  and  discrimination?  I  think  that  if 
we’re  ever  to  win  it,  we  are  going  to  have  to  fight  a 
lot  of  small  battles.  Unfortunately,  no  one  wants 
to  fight  the  small  battles. 

I’m  having  to  defend  myself  against  sexual  at¬ 
tacks  and  feel  that  I’m  being  turned  slowly  into  a 
cold,  calloused,  unfeeling  animal.  My  bitterness 
protects  me  from  the  hurt.  A  little  support  from 
the  outside  would  be  helpful.  Feel  free  to  write 
with  your  suggestions  and  conversation. 

Thank  you  for  taking  the  time  to  read  this.

the  three  were  told  a  report  could 

not  be  filed,  said  Pierce. 

Two  days  later,  the  three  filed  a 
report.  The  firefighters  later  filed  a 
report  claiming  that  Pierce,  Welch 
and  Bowman  assaulted  them. 

Assault  and  battery  carries  a 
maximum  sentence  of  two-and- 
one-half  years  in  prison.  Assistant 
District  Attorney  Robert  Ron- 
quillo,  who  prosecuted  the  case, 
recommended  six  months’  proba¬ 
tion  “based  on  the  facts  of  the 
case”  and  because  neither  defen¬ 
dant  had  a  record. 

The  trial  against  the  firefighters 

Pierce,  Welch  and  Bowman 
were  each  on  the  stand  for  several 
hours  during  the  trial.  They  were 
subjected  to  extensive  questioning 
by  each  of  the  three  defendants’ 
lawyers. 

The  only  other  witness  for  the 
prosecution  was  the  police  officer 
who  apprehended  Sylvester.  At 
the  outset  of  the  trial,  Ronquillo 
maintained  that  the  officer  could 
not  be  found.  The  officer,  who 
was  called  “Nickey,”  was  describ¬ 
ed  by  Pierce,  Welch  and  Bowman 
as  a  Black  man  in  his  mid-twenties 
and  approximately  5’  7”.  On  May 
11,  Judge  Johnston  noted  there 
were  few  Black  Boston  police  of¬ 
ficers  dnd  asked  Ronquillo  to  try 
to  find  him.  On  May  13,  the  of¬ 
ficer,  Michael  Watson,  was 
brought  in  as  a  witness. 

Watson  testified  that  while  stop¬ 
ped  at  the  corner  of  Massachusetts 
Avenue  and  Boylston  Street  on 
November  3;  he  heard  “some  type 
of  disturbance.  I  heard  someone 
call  for  help.”  Watson  said  he 
observed  a  person  “running 
towards  my  vehicle....  She  told 
me  she  had  just  been  atacked ....  1 
seen  a  man  chasing  her  very  heavi¬ 
ly.”  Watson  identified  Bowman  as 
the  woman  and  Sylvester  as  the 
man  who  was  chasing  her. 


Watson,  who  was  on  his  way  to 
a  police  detail  at  a  supermarket, 
said  when  the  other  police  officers 
arrived  he  was  told  by  “super¬ 
visors”  that  he  should  leave.  The 
only  officer  who  Watson  could 
identify  as  having  been  there  is 
Sergeant  Val  Williams.  Williams,  a 
former  member  of  the  vice  squad, 
played  a  role  in  arrests  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple  for  “sex  crimes’  and  in  raids  on 
the  after-hours  gay  club,  The  Loft. 

The  three  defendants  did  not 
testify  because,  according  to  their 
lawyers,  the  Commonwealth  did 
not  prove  its  case  against  them. 

The  defense  lawyers  consistently 
attempted  to  destroy  the  credibili¬ 
ty  of  Welch,  Bowman  and  Pierce. 
At  question  in  Bowman’s  case  was 
falsification  of  her  name,  address, 
phone  number,  parent’s  name  and 
social  security  number  at  Beth 
Israel  Hospital,  where  she  sought 
treatment  for  her  injured  arm 
following  the  assault.  “I  was  really 
upset  about  the  incident  and  I  was 
concerned  that  I  didn’t  have  in¬ 
surance,  said  Bowman  in  response 
to  a  question  by  Ronquillo.  “I 
thought  my  arm  was  really  broken 
and  I  didn’t  want  to  pay  for  some¬ 
one  beating  me  up.”  A  few  days 
later  Bowman  said  she  had  a  “con¬ 
science  attack”  about  what  she 
had  done  and  called  medical 
records  to  inform  them  of  her  cor¬ 
rect  name  and  address. 

In  his  closing  arguments, 
Sylvester’s  lawyer,  William 
McPhee,  said,  “If  that  woman 
[Bowman]  can  sit  across  a  table 
from  a  person  and  give  that  [false] 
information  on  the  spur  of  the  mo¬ 
ment  then  she  is  very  cool  and  calm 
under  interrogation.” 

Gottwald’s  lawyer,  John  Galvin, 
queried  in  his  closing  argument, 
“She  [Bowman]  can  be  pushed 
against  a  fence  and  can  calmly  take 
stock  of  her  situation  and  —  this

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Lesbian  mothers  publish  their  feelings 

Ambivalent  Moms 


Different  Daughters:  A  Book  by 
Mothers  of  Lesbians 

Edited  by  Louise  Rafkin 
Cleis  Press,  San  Francisco,  1987

Mother’s  Day  is  not  always  an 
auspicious  occasion  in  the  gay  and 
lesbian  community.  For  those  of 
us  who  can’t  be  out  to  our 
mothers,  the  spirit  of  the  holiday  is 
often  marred  by  self-denial  and 
questions  such  as  this  $64,000 
gem,  “So,  when  are  you  going  to 
get  married?”  Many  of  us  have 
lost  our  mothers;  for  those  who 
never  had  the  opportunity  to  come 
out  to  parents,  this  traditional 
holiday,  inflated  to  grandiose  pro¬ 
portions  by  the  mainstream  media, 
is  as  oppressive  as  it  is  a  painful 
reminder  of  loss.  And,  for  those  of 
us  who  have  proudly  brought  our 
sexuality  out  of  the  closet  for 
mom’s  enlightenment  only  to  be 
met  with,  “I’d  rather  not  talk 
about  it,”  or  worse,  Mother’s 
Day,  like  other  traditional 
holidays,  can  become  something  to 
be  gotten  through  rather  than 
celebrated. 

Just  in  time  for  this  dubious 
holiday,  Cleis  Press  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  has  published  Different 
Daughters:  A  Book  by  Mothers  of 
Lesbians.  Louise  Rafkin,  editor  of 
the  collection,  has  compiled  an  im¬ 
pressive  representation  of  race, 
religion,  class  background, 
geographic  location,  single 
mothers,  working  and  non¬ 
working  mothers  and  even  a  few 
lesbian  moms  to  boot  in  her 
essayists.  But  much  like  the  am¬ 
bivalent  feelings  that  Mother’s 
Day  evokes  for  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians,  Different  Daughters  offers 
both  positive  and  negative  at¬ 
titudes  toward  lesbianism,  the 
negative  often  cloaked  in  frighten¬ 
ing  examples  of  denial  and 
heterosexual  rationalizations. 

Some  of  the  mothers  in  this 
book  had  been  activists  for  their 
daughters’  lesbianism,  some  had 
marched  proudly  in  Freedom  Day 
parades  as  parents  of  lesbians  and 
gays  and  some  are  even  lesbians 
themselves. 

At  the  other  end  of  the 
homophobia  spectrum,  some 
mothers  could  only  talk  about 
their  daughter’s  lesbianism  by  tak¬ 
ing  blame  for  it,  or  if  it  was 
somehow  couched  in  heterosexual 
terms.  One  mother  describes  a  gay 
co-worker  in  her  office  as  a  point 
of  reference  for  her  daughter’s 
sexuality  saying,  “He  would  talk 
about  his  male  partner  in  much  the 
same  way  as  I  talked  about  my 
husband.  I  rather  liked  this  and 
found  it  easy  to  relate  to  him.”  (p. 
53)  And  this  is  the  mother  of  three 
lesbians  talking.  This  kind  of

person  who  lies  [in]  hospitals  — 
sees  Mr.  Gottwald  [kick  Pierce]? 
That’s  unbelievable.” 

The  defense  lawyers  also 
brought  up  some  minor  discrepan¬ 
cies  in  Pierce,  Welch  and 
Bowman’s  testimony  before  a 
clerk  magistrate  earlier  this  year 
and  their  testimony  before  the 
court. 

Ellard’s  lawyer,  Frances  Glynn, 
and  McPhee  argued  their  clients 
were  attempting  to  restore  order  to 
an  unruly  situation.  Glynn  said 
Ellard  merely  tried  to  restrain 
Welch,  not  assault  him.  “Isn’t  it 
fair  to  assume  Mr.  Ellard  said  ‘cut 
the  crap,’  ”  said  Glynn  in  his  clos¬ 
ing  arguments.  “Don’t  we  have  a 
man  who  at  best  tried  to  restore 
order?” 

Sylvester  “took  her  [Bowman] 
to  the  fence  telling  her  to  “relax, 
stay  out  of  it,”  argued  McPhee. 
“[He]  removed  her  from  the  fray 
[and  held]  her  against  the  fence  un¬ 
til  things  calmed  down.” 


filtered  language  (the  use  of  the 
term  “partner”  prevails  in  the 
essays)  betrays  a  homophobia  that 
undercuts  and  contradicts  many  of 
these  “positive”  stories. 

One  particular  essay  was  in  the 
foim  of  an  interview  with  Rafkin 
and  two  Asian  women  (using  the 
pseudonyms  Ginger  and  Kath- 
eryn),  friends  who  both  have  les¬ 
bian  daughters.  Reading  the  inter¬ 
view  is  a  painful  experience.  They

avoid  Rafkin’s  questions  and 
utilize  circular  logic  in  evading  the 
reality  that  they  are  ashamed  to 
say  that  their  daughters  are  les¬ 
bians: 

LR:  Have  you  ever  thought 
you  might  like  to  talk  to 
other  mothers  who  have  les¬ 
bian  daughters? .... 

Katheryn: ...  my  husband 
and  I  don’t  talk  about  that 
part  of  her  life.  We  don’t 
say  she  is  a  lesbian,  or  she  is 
straight. 

Ginger:  We  just  say  she  is 
working. .  .she  comes  over 
for  dinner...  We  always 
welcome  her  friends  here,  in 
fact  we  have  gone  on  trips 
with  them.  I  don’t  say  my 
son  is  heterosexual. 

LR:  So  you  talk  to  your 
friends  about  them,  but 
don’t  mention  who  they  are 
living  with,  or  going 
with....  You  don’t  think 
they  would  have  the  same 
feelings  for  her  if  they 
knew? 

Katheryn:  They  wouldn’t 
have  the  same  feelings  for  us 
if  they  knew. 

LR:  Why?  What  would  they 
think? 

Ginger: . .  .1  don’t  know,  we 
don’t  really  have  friends 
who  are  so  inquisitive.

The  charges  against

The  case  against  Pierce,  Welch 
and  Bowman  was  also  heard  on 
May  14.  They  were  all  found  not 
guilty.  The  only  witness  who 
testified  was  Ellard.  Gottwald  and 
Sylvester  took  the  fifth  amend¬ 
ment  to  avoid  testifying. 

“I’m  delighted,”  said  Katherine 
Triantafillou,  lawyer  for  Pierce, 
Welch  and  Bowman.  “Someone 
was  guilty  and  it  wasn’t  our 
folks.”  Triantafillou  said  she  is 
not  sure  why  Ellard  was  found  not 
guilty. 

Triantafillou  said  she  was  disap¬ 
pointed  that  Gottwald  and  Syl¬ 
vester  were  not  found  guilty  of 
assault  and  battery  with  a 
dangerous  weapon.  The  danger¬ 
ous  weapon  in  this  case  would 
have  been  their  shoes  which  were 
used  to  kick  Bowman  and  Pierce. 
But,  said  Triantafillou,  the  state 
did  not  provide  enough  evidence 
to  warrant  a  charge. 


does  not  even  suspect  it. 

(pp.  63-64) 

The  interview  continues  along 
these  lines  with  the  two  women  ex¬ 
pressing  distaste  and  dislike  for 
their  daughters’  lesbianism  and 
then  denying  their  feelings  when 
confronted  with  a  direct  question 
by  Rafkin.  It  left  me  wondering 
the  value  of  printing  such  an  ex¬ 
change  for  the  benefit  of  mothers 
of  lesbians.  Should  we  as  lesbians 
encourage  identification  with  this 
type  of  denial?  It  seems  unlikely 
that  many  of  the  mothers  who  read 
this  book  will  be  aware  enough  to 
recognize  their  own  homophobia, 
let  alone  someone  else’s.  They  may 
be  more  likely  to  sympathize  with 
this  above  point  of  view  than  to 
transcend  it. 

Many  of  the  essays  are  identical 
in  tone,  almost  as  if  written  by  the 
same  person.  The  above  interview 
with  Rafkin  is  one  of  the  few  areas 
in  the  book  where  individual  per¬ 
sonalities  shine  through.  I  had  a 
hard  time  remembering  which 
mother  said  what  because  they  all 
seemed  to  be  saying  the  same 
thing,  watered  down  and  fluffed 
up.  Given  the  diverse  backgrounds 
of  these  mothers,  it  is  unfortunate 
that  their  individual  voices  have 
been  homogenized  by  heavy- 
handed  editing. 

If  considering  this  book  as  a  gift 
for  your  mother  it  is  important  to 
remember  that  it  is  not  a  book  for 
lesbians.  From  a  lesbian  point  of 
view,  much  of  the  content  is 
dangerous,  echoing  culturally  in¬ 
doctrinated  prejudices-  against 
homosexuality.  But  there  are  also 
affirming,  delightful  essays  from 
mothers  who  show  their  pride  and 
support  of  their  daughters. 

In  “An  Open  Letter  to  Mothers 
Whose  Daughters  Happen  to  Be 
Lesbians”  one  mother  asks  the 
question:  “When  did  society’s 
opinion  or  approval  become  more 
important  to  you  than  the  chance 
for  happiness  for  your  own 
child?”  Despite  the  book’s  many 
faults  this  mother’s  query 
represents  the  overall  intention  of 
the  collection.  For  mothers  who 
are  having  difficulty  “coming  to 
terms”  with  their  daughters’  les¬ 
bianism  I  imagine  it  would  be  a 
source  of  comfort  and  relief  to 
read. 

It  is  important  for  us  as  lesbians 
and  mothers  of  lesbians  to  see  af¬ 
firming  representations  of 
ourselves  in  the  arts  and  media. 
When  I  was  first  coming  out  I  read 
every  lesbian  novel  I  could  find 
just  for  the  sake  of  recognizing 
myself  in  the  pages  (and  still  do), 
no  matter  how  good  or  bad.  Since 
this  is  the  only  book  of  its  kind, 
I’m  sure  the  same  is  true  for 
mothers  who’ve  just  been  told  the 
good  news.

community  standard  in  describing 
sexual  activity  or  sexual  organs. 
The  Justice  Department  must 
prove  that  “Jerker”  appeals  to 
“prurient  interest,”  is  “patently 
offensive”  to  the  “average  person 
in  the  community”  and  has  no  re¬ 
deeming  social,  political  or  artistic 
merit.  Kimbell  said  that  the  FCC 
hoped  that  the  courts  would  even¬ 
tually  step  in  and  determine  the 
precise  definition  of  “obscene” 
and  “indecent.” 

The  '  FCC  determined  that 
several  passages  from  the 
“Jerker”  were  obscene,  including 
the  following:  “...nobody,  but 
nobody  tells  me  I’m  immoral  if  I 
love  a  man,  if  I  love  a  hundred 
men  in  one  night,  if  I  love  sucking 
ass,  if  I  love  licking  boots,  if  I  love 
taking  piss  from  a  guy’s  cock,  or  if 
I  have  a  quickie  blow  job  in  the 
Union  Square  men’s  room:  all  that 
is  good;  really,  truly,  basically 
good.”

The  Battle  for  Radical  Feminisi 


Lesbian  Separatism  without  the  Lesbianism: 

The  Anti-Pomers'  Difficult  Parturition

When  I  got  the  flyer  in  the  mail  for  Women 
Against  Pornography's  April  4  conference  in  New 
York  City,  "The  Sexual  Liberals  and  the  Attack  on 
Feminism,"  I  had  a  divided  reaction.  On  the  one  hand, 
I  thought  they  were  finally  wising  up  and  abandoning 
the  single-minded,  self-destructive  focus  on  por¬ 
nography  as  the  cause  of  all  of  women's  ills.  The  titles 
of  the  talks,  to  be  given  by  a  veritable  list  of  who's  who 
in  the  anti-porn  movement,  seemed  to  cover  a  wide 
range  of  topics  including  abortion,  sterilization,  sur¬ 
rogate  motherhood,  global  feminism,  and  the  future  of 
radical  feminism.  On  the  other  hand,  I  had  a  sinking 
suspicion  that  this  apparent  breadth  was  just  a  cover 
to  attract  an  audience  for  the  usual  anti-porn  hyper¬ 
bole. 

The  key  to  which  possibility  was  to  be  played  out 
lay  in  the  answer  to  the  question  they  posed  in  all  their 
publicity:  "Who  are  the  Sexual  Liberals?"  I,  myself,  in 
the  first  article  I  ever  published  on  a  feminist  topic, 
argued  that  1920's  sexual  liberalism  was  in  part  a 
hostile  reaction  to  feminism  in  general,  and  les¬ 
bianism  in  particular.  By  "sexual  liberals,"  I  meant 
the  authors  of  popular  medical  advice  literature  on  the 
subjects  of  sex  and  marriage.  Carole  Vance,  in  one  of 
her  earliest  published  articles,  reprinted  in  Powers  of 
Desire,  presented  a  scathing  critique  of  the  covert  anti¬ 
feminism  among  the  "sexual  liberals"  at  a  sex  resear¬ 
chers'  conference.  Janice  Irvine,  in  her  dissertation  in 
sociology,  "Disorders  of  Desire,"  offered  a  thorough 
critical  analysis  of  late  20th  century  sexology.  And  we 
are  all  Feminist  Anti-Censorship  Task  Force  (FACT) 
members,  opponents  of  the  WAP  anti-porn  analysis. 
Maybe  they  were  having  a  conference  at  which  we 
could  all  discuss  the  legacy  of  these  "sexual  liberals" 
and  sort  out  the  ways  in  which  their  work  has  been  in 
our  interests,  from  the  ways  it  has  attacked  us  as 
feminists. 

Well,  the  truth  is  I  didn't  really  expect  anything  so 
open-minded.  I  expected  that  their  category  "sexual 
liberals"  probably  included  me  as  an  enemy  of 
feminism.  But  the  conference  itself  far  exceeded  even 
this  pessimistic  expectation  of  hostility  and  political 
extremism  on  the  subject  of  sex. 

I  sat  through  the  full  day  of  the  conference,  on  the 
edge  of  my  seat  with  steadily  rising  incredulity,  asking 
my  companions  whether  I  truly  was  hearing  what  I 
thought  I  was  hearing.  The  "sexual  liberals,"  it  turned 
out,  were  a  grab  bag  of  every  group  or  political  tenden¬ 
cy  which  has  ever  criticized  the  anti-porn  movement 
—  all  were  soundly  trashed  and  discarded  as  enemies 
of  women  and  of  feminism.  Of  course,  not  every 
speaker  defined  the  enemy  in  exactly  the  same  way. 
Here  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  specifics: 

1)  Zesara  Chan,  a  conference  organizer,  defined 
feminism  as  opposition  to  prostitution,  child  abuse 
and  surrogate  motherhood.  "Sexual  liberals"  were 
those  who  opposed  WAP's  position  on  any  of  these 
issues. 

2)  Letty  Cottin  Pogrebin  read  a  moderate  state¬ 
ment  from  Gloria  Steinem,  who  warned  against  at¬ 
tacking  other  women  (a  hopeless  plea),  and  seemed  to 
define  "sexual  liberals"  as  civil  libertarians  who 
worry  about  the  anti-porn  movement's  tendency 
toward  censorship. 

3)  Sheila  Jeffries  attacked  socialist  feminists 
(specifically  Linda  Gordon  and  Ellen  DuBois),  the  gay 
movement  (specifically  Jeffrey  Weeks),  sexual  "liber¬ 
tarians"  (specifically  Gayle  Rubin)  and  sexologists 


(particularly  Havelock  Ellis).  As  heroes,  she  presented 
the  audience  with  the  work  of  women,  including 
political  and  religious  conservatives  from  turn-of-the- 
century  Britain,  who  opposed  sexual  intercourse  ex¬ 
cept  for  purposes  of  reproduction.  Her  own  program: 
opposition  to  sexual  intercourse  and  to  female  orgasm 
(presumably  in  heterosexual  relations  only,  but  this 
was  not  made  clear)  as  compulsory  forms  of  surrender 
to  male  domination. 

4)  Susan  Brownmiller  went  after  the  ACLU,  but 
she  alienated  the  audience  when  she  referred  to  the 
ACLU's  clients,  Palestinians  being  deported  by  the 
U.S.  Justice  Dept.,  as  "terrorists." 

5)  Andrea  Dworkin  attacked  the  political  right  and 
the  political  left  (conceived  of  as  male),  then  invoked  a 
litany  of  conditions  under  which  one  was  "not  a 
feminist."  The  list  (those  who  "defend"  or  are  turned 
on  by  pornography,  who  "front"  for  pornographers, 
etc.)  was  clearly  meant  to  zero  in  on  FACT.  A  one- 
issue  speech. 

6)  Shere  Hite  seemed  dazed  and  confused.  She  of¬ 
fered  criticisms  of  socialist  feminists  (who  she  says  put 
class  before  gender)  and  of  the  publications  Powers  of 
Desire,  Pleasure  and  Danger  and  On  Our  Backs  (which 
she  said  promote  bondage  and  discipline). 

7)  Catharine  MacKinnon  presented  an  extended 
attack  on  the  legal  expressions  of  liberal  feminism  — 
specifically  the  arguments  made  for  "gender  neutrali¬ 
ty"  and  "sexual  privacy"  in  the  law.  As  usual,  some  of 
what  she  had  to  say  was  razor  sharp  and  right  on  the 
mark.  But  then  she  weaved  in  manipulative  distor¬ 
tions  of  feminist  legal  history  and  a  vituperative  attack 
on  the  work  of  virtually  every  other  feminist  lawyer  in 
America.  Those  working  on  both  sides  of  the  Sears 
employment  discrimination  case  were  wrong,  both 
sides  on  the  maternal  leave  issue  before  the  Supreme 
Court  were  wrong,  those  working  in  decriminalizing 
sodomy  are  wrong  (because  the  right  of  a  man  to  put 
his  penis  in  another's  rectum  has  nothing  to  do  with 
women  or  feminism),  those  who  worked  on  winning 
the  abortion  right  and  extending  it  to  poor  women 
were  wrong  (because  they  made  constitutional 
privacy  arguments). 

Without  any  sense  of  history  or  strategy  or  con¬ 
text,  MacKinnon  pronounced  that  only  MacKinnon 
was  pure  and  right.  Her  ego  has  become  so  merged 
with  the  women's  movement  that  she  went  on  to  an¬ 
nounce  that  the  women's  movement  ended  on  the  day 
the  FACT  brief  (criticizing  the  ordinance  she  co¬ 
authored)  was  filed.  Speaking  of  a  brief  signed  by 
feminists  all  across  the  spectrum  of  feminist  opinion 
(from  Adrienne  Rich  and  Barbara  Smith  to  Betty 
Friedan),  she  pronounced  it  purely  "liberal"  and  pure¬ 
ly  anti-feminist.  As  pure  ego,  her  performance  was 
breathtaking. 

8)  Phyllis  Chesler  spoke  on  the  surrogacy  issue,  on 
behalf  of  Mary  Beth  Whitehead.  She  didn't  relate  this 
issue  to  the  tenor  of  the  rest  of  the  conference,  except 
to  refer  to  a  critical  review  of  her  book  in  the  New 
York  Times  written  by  a  "gender  neutral"  feminist. 
(Wendy  Kaminer  questioned  Chesler' s  assertion  that 
mothers  should  be  given  preference  in  custody 
disputes.) 

9)  Lorelei  Pettigrew  expressed  her  low  opinion  of 
"liberals"  but  didn't  get  much  more  specific,  except  to 
also  denounce  privacy  doctrine  as  useless.  She  set  up  a 
melodramatic  scenario  in  referring  to  women  who 
work  in  the  sex  industry  as  "they”  (the  victims)  for 


whom  "we"  (the  heroes,  presumably  feminists,  who 
presumably  don't  work  in  such  places)  must  dream  (in 
order  to  "rescue"  "them"  from  the  villains,  and  also 
from  their  own  false  consciousness). 

10)  Kathleen  Barry  attacked  FACT  for  allegedly  of¬ 
fering  to  the  world  the  female  porn  model  as  the 
model  of  liberated  womanhood.  She  also  outlined  her 
revised  position  on  prostitution:  there  is  no  distinction 
between  voluntary  and  forced  prostitution,  and  pro¬ 
stitution  should  be  criminalized  on  an  international 
level  (though  only  male  customers  should  be  arrested). 

11)  Janice  Raymond  tied  together  FACT  (those 
who  don’t  want  to  outlaw  pornography)  and  "the 
reproductive  liberals"  (those  who  don't  want  to 
outlaw  surrogate  motherhood),  and  denounced  both 
groupings  as  enemies  of  women  who  should  be  driven 
out  of  feminism  for  their  betrayals. 

12)  Mary  Daly  ended  with  an  apocalyptic  "bewit¬ 
ching"  in  which  she  proclaimed  that  we  (women)  have 
been  targeted  for  extinction  by  the  Father,  the  Son  and 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  workshops  offered  pretty  much  the  same 
fare.  Out  of  the  sexuality  workshop,  though,  came  an 
amazing  document  produced  by  a  group  from  Chapel 
Hill,  North  Carolina  —  Women  Against  Sex.  When  I 
saw  it,  I  thought  it  was  a  brilliant  satire.  Then  I  found 
out  it  was  serious.  Included  in  the  despised  acts  were 
cunnilingus  and  masturbation,  as  well  as  prostitution, 
pornography,  intercourse,  etc.  I  am  waiting  now  for 
something  like  Women  Against  Cunnilingus,  Kissing 
and  Orgasm  (WACKO)  or  even  Women  Against  the 
Female  Body.  Reality  keeps  outdoing  my  expecta¬ 
tions,  though,  so  I'll  keep  an  open  mind. 

What  was  occurring  on  all  those  platforms  was  a 
battle  for  sole  possession  of  the  feminist  movement. 
Any  opposition  from  any  direction  —  the  left,  the  gay 
movement,  classic  liberals,  liberal  feminists,  socialist- 
feminists,  sex  radicals,  civil  libertarians  —  was 
dumped  into  the  garbage  can  labelled  "sexual 
liberalism."  The  achievement  of  this  tactic  was  that  no 
opponent  was  acknowledged  to  be  feminist.  The  anti¬ 
porn  movement  and  feminism  could  be  merged  and 
allowed  to  speak  for  all  women,  while  dissenters  were 
transformed  into  a  uniform  enemy. 

Under  the  surface  of  the  day's  hostile  rhetoric  lay 
a  political  analysis  that  I  dimly  recognized  as  lesbian 
separatism  circa  1978  —  hostility  to  the  left  and  to  gay 
men,  a  critique  of  heterosexual  relations  that  denies 
the  possibility  of  female  power  and  desire  within 
them,  a  paranoid  fear  of  a  monolithic  and  destructive 
male  power  structure,  a  conviction  that  gender  is  the 
primary  and  only  truly  significant  contradiction,  a 
romantic  view  of  women  as  unified  and  having  the 
same  interests,  a  desexualized  vision  of  lesbian  love, 
and  antagonism  to  other  lesbians  who  work  with  the 
gay  movement.  Yep,  it  was  lesbian  separatism  all  right 
(with  some  notable  exceptions  such  as  Susan  Brown- 
miller,  Shere  Hite  and  Phyllis  Chesler).  But  something 
was  missing  —  it  was  the  lesbianism!  No  speaker  ad¬ 
dressed  the  subject  of  lesbian  sex  or  a  specifically  les¬ 
bian  sexual  politics. 

At  first,  I  found  this  realization  scary.  All  anger 
and  no  sex.  Then  I  found  relief  in  the  recognition  that 
this  kind  of  politics  can't  go  far.  Few  straight  feminists 
are  going  to  buy  it  (mainly  those  who  don't  understand 
it).  The  audience  seemed  overwhelmingly  lesbian  to 
me.  And  this  lesbian  following  is  very  "soft."  Many 
were  young  women  looking  for  lesbian  leadership, 
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So  I  called  them.  Buddies  introduced  me  to 
several  exciting  guys  in  Massachusetts  and 
New  Hampshire  within  a  few  weeks  after  I 
joined.  Now  I'm  telling  all  of  my  friends.  Calling 
Buddies  was  one  of  the  best  decisions  I've 
ever  made.

Mary  Daly:  Recreating  the  World  in  Women's  Words

On  Tuesday  evening,  April  21,  women  in  the 
Boston  area  received  a  call  to  war.  The  challenge  was 
issue  by  Mary  Daly  at  the  closing  lecture  of  the 
1 1-sessiorfW.I.T.C.H.  series.  The  battle  is  that  fought 
every  day  by  women  who  seek  to  live  their  lives  free 
of  patriarchal  lies  and  restraints. 

The  W.I.T.C.H.  (Wild  Independent  Thinking 
Crones  and  Hags)  program  has  existed  in  the  Boston 
area  for  the  last  three  years.  It  consists  of  three  mon¬ 
ths'  worth  of  weekly  lectures  by  radical  feminists  on  a 
variety  of  topics  of  importance  in  women's  lives. 
Topics  presented  this  year  included  therapy,  por¬ 
nography,  Nazism,  spirituality,  and  nature.  While  all 
presentations  were  open  to  the  public,  presentations 
were  made  specifically  to  women.  This  review  con¬ 
tinues  in  that  tradition;  it  is  written  by  a  woman  for 
women. 

Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  first  ten  lecturers  referred  at 
least  once  to  work  done  by  Mary  Daly.  It  was  only  fit¬ 
ting  that  the  series  close  with  a  presentation  by  her. 

Daly  began  her  presentation  by  proclaiming  that 
"the  voice  of  radical  feminism  is  necessary 
everywhere!"  and  inviting  women  to  join  with  her  in 
an  Otherworld  Journey.  She  described  this  Journey  as 
a  Journey  of  ecstasy;  of  choosing  Wild  Deviance  from 
patriarchy;  of  joining  with  earth,  fire,  water,  air, 
women  past  and  present  to  Journey  to  our  homeland. 
Women's  homeland  is  not  a  part  of  what  is  generally 
presented  to  us  as  "reality."  The  world  we  all  know 
Daly  refers  to  as  the  foreground.  It  is  the  world  of 
men,  a  "plastic  world."  Women's  world  is  found  in 
the  Background.  It  is  the  place  where  the  deep,  wild, 
reality  of  women  is  found.  It  is  a  biophilic  (life  loving) 
place,  constantly  at  war  with  the  necrophilia  of  the 
foreground.  It  is  this  battle  that  Daly  invited  us  to  ac¬ 
tively  wage. 

Daly  briefly  summarized  some  of  the  ways  in 
which  women  are  kept  from  seeing  and  joining  the 
war.  Media  and  therapy  were  blamed  for  contributing 
to  women's  isolation,  the  privatization  of  our  lives, 
dissemination  of  patriarchy,  and  psychic  numbing. 
She  spoke  also  of  spiritual  and  mental  deprivation. 
Mental  deprivation  causes  us  not  to  trust  ourselves  to 
know  what  is  real.  Daly  used  the  Catholic  Church,  one 
of  her  favorite  targets,  to  present  an  example  of  mental 
deprivation.  We  are  told  to  believe  that  bread  is  a  body 
and  that  wine  is  blood,  and  are  literally  expected  to 
swallow  the  lie.  "Crunch,  crunch,  crunch,"  she  inton¬ 
ed.  Another  weapon  used  against  women  is  what  she 
termed  "pornographic  conceit"  —  the  lie  that  women 
want  pain,  torture,  and  humiliation.  Reversal,  the 
"concrete  manifestation  of  double-think,"  is  a  widely 
used  tool  of  oppression.  It  may  turn  reality  upside 
down,  as  when  President  Reagan  is  termed  the  "great 
communicator."  Reversal  may  take  place  when  men 
appropriate  women's  roles,  as  when  they  attempt  to 
insinuate  themselves  into  the  process  of  birth. 
Another  reversal  strategy  relies  on  the  creation  of 
psudo-opposites.  For  example,  the  concept  of  "forci¬ 
ble"  rape,  and  its  opposite  "non-forcible"  rape. 

Other  obstacles  to  our  journey  to  the  Background 
include  imbedding  in  us  the  idea  that  we  have  certain 
needs  for  belonging.  The  idea  that  we  need  men, 


children,  and  organized  religion  keep  us  from  our 
need  for  ourselves  and  each  other.  Finally,  the  dread¬ 
ed  Shoulds  keep  us  from  our  journey.  These  tell  us  that 
we  ought  to  live  with  guilt,  depression,  resignation, 
and  full-fillment.  Where,  Daly  asks,  can  we  go  once 
we  are  full-filled? 

Two  things  are  needed  to  begin  the  Journey.  These 
are  courage  to  see,  to  sin,  and  to  be;  and  the  virtues  of 
rage,  disgust,  and  laughing  out  loud  at  the  "snools” 
(Old  English  for  cowardly  bullies)  we  encounter  along 
the  way. 

There  is,  Daly  encourages  us,  a  resurgence  of 
Radical  Feminism,  and  it  is  Radical  Feminists  who 
will  begin  the  Journey  to  the  Background.  For  those  of 
us  who  are  no  longer  sure,  if  we  ever  were,  of  what  a 
Radical  Feminist  is,  or  if  we  really  are  one,  Daly  of¬ 
fered  a  four-point  definition.  First,  a  Radical  Feminist 
has  a  radical  awareness  of  women's  Awesome  and 
Ecstatic  Otherness.  Second,  she  knows  the  sanctions 
imposed  by  the  patriarchy  on  women  who  dare  to 
name  its  lies,  yet  she  does  it  anyway.  Third,  she  has  a 
capacity  for  and  an  experience  of  moral  outrage  for  the 
situation  of  women  as  women.  This  does  not  deny  that 
certain  ethnic  and  class  groups  face  emergencies 
beyond  the  situation  in  general;  however,  a  radical 
feminist  knows  that  women  are  always  the  primary 
target.  Finally  a  radical  feminist  is  constantly  and  per¬ 
sistently  true  to  her  vision. 

After  defining  the  terms  of  the  war,  and  the  tools 
used  against  us,  she  spoke  of  the  tools  available  to  us. 
Primary  among  these  are  words.  She  distinguished 
words  from  terms.  Terms,  she  said,  are  used  by  men. 
They  are  not  alive,  and  do  not  name  a  living  reality. 
Words,  on  the  other  hand,  are  used  by  women  to  name 
our  reality.  Words  are  themselves  alive.  The  connec¬ 
tions  between  women  and  words  are  critical,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Daly.  She  called  for  "the  Race  of  Words  and 
the  Race  of  Wild  Women  to  race  together." 

Luckily  for  us,  Daly  has  joined  with  Jane  Caputi  to 
create  Websters'  First  New  Intergalactic  Wickedary  of 
the  English  Language,  to  be  released  Halloween  1987.  A 
Wickedary  is  a  dictionary  for  Wicked  Women.  It 
releases  words  from  "the  rules  of  snools,"  while  main¬ 
taining  a  parallel  set  of  rules.  Like  a  traditional  "dick- 
dick-dictionary"  the  Wickedary  has  rules  for  spelling, 
but  here  this  means  for  the  casting  of  spells.  These 
spells  are  accomplished  by  changing  context  and 
changing  spelling.  For  example,  "re-membering"  is 
quite  different  in  context  from  "remembering.”  Chief 
among  the  spells  is  a  change  whereby  women 
spiritually  Touch  women.  When  that  happens,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Daly,  everything  will  change. 

The  Wickedary  also  has  rules  of  grammar.  Daly 
cited  the  example  of  "grammar"  's  etymological  twin 
"glamour."  The  word  glamour,  which  has  been  re¬ 
duced  to  mean  an  artificial  state  of  women,  once  refer¬ 
red  to  the  "power  of  a  Witch  to  make  the  male 
member  disappear.”  Finally  the  Wickedary  includes 
rules  for  pronunciation.  We  need  to  speak,  to  hear 
each  other  into  speech,  according  to  Daly.  When 
women  speak,  we  emit  powerful,  electrifying  vibra¬ 
tions.  Our  pronouncements  are  powerful  weapons  in 
this  war. 


Several  types  of  words  may  be  found  in  the 
Wickedary.  They  include  new  definitions  of  old 
words,  new  words,  definitions  of  words  not  in  the 
dick-dictionary,  and  new  pronunciations  of  old  defini¬ 
tions.  For  example,  the  Wickedary  includes  both  a 
new  pronunciation  of  an  old  definition  and  a  new 
definition  of  the  old  work  "dick."  It  is  defined  both  as 
"penis,  usually  considered  vulgar,"  a  definition  taken 
from  Webster's  Third  New  International  Dictionary  of 
the  English  Language,  and  as  "the  second  member  of 
the  vulgar  trinity,  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry."  A  word 
which  is  not  defined  in  Webster's  Third  but  which  is 
found  in  the  Wickedary  is  "foresisters."  While  the  con¬ 
cept  and  word  are  familiar  to  most  of  us,  this  word  has 
somehow  not  been  considered  worthy  of  inclusion  in 
the  dick-dictionary.  A  new  word  with  a  new  definition 
is  "academentia,"  defined  as  the  "normal  state  of  peo¬ 
ple  in  academia."  Daly  gave, several  other  examples  of 
entries  in  the  Wickedary. 

Just  when  it  seemed  that  the  audience  could  take 
no  more,  she  abruptly  switched  gears.  It  is  time,  she 
exhorted  us,  to  jump  off  the  doomsday  clock!  The 
man-dated  world  is  ticking  to  its  end.  We  must  feel  our 
rage  NOW.  We  must  "go  out  of  our  patriarchal 
minds"  to  find  our  possible  dream,  our  vision  ground¬ 
ed  in  happiness,  our  homeland.  To  stop  the  doomsday 
clock  we  must  move  beyond  the  twelve-hour  cycle  of 
men  and  claim  the  thirteenth  hour,  claim  our  own 
cycles.  "Thirteen,"  she  concluded,  "spells  hope.”  By 
claiming  our  time  and  naming  the  "Archimage  that  is 
every  living  woman,"  i.e.,  women  who  know  our 
lives,  we  will  stop  the  doomsday  clock  and  enter  the 
Background. 

This  incredible  depth  of  ideas  and  challenges 
spanned  an  uninterrupted  two  hours  (condensed,  Da¬ 
ly  said,  from  18  hours  of  material)  and  kept  its  au¬ 
dience  at  rapt  attention.  Daly's  delivery  was  as  enter¬ 
taining  as  it  was  powerful.  She  used  her  sense  of  irony 
and  sarcasm,  combined  with  her  powerful  voice  and 
control  of  the  language,  to  keep  women  on  the  edges  of 
their  seats.  Her  conclusion  was  met  with  a  roaring  and 
protracted  standing  ovation. 

The  flaws  in  the  evening  were  minimal.  The  most 
serious  problem  stemmed  from  the  need  to  address 
women  of  all  levels  of  familiarity  with  Daly's  material 
and  style.  Women  who  are  familiar  with  her  works 
found  much  of  the  material  repetitive,  while  women 
with  less  familiarity  were  overwhelmed  by  the 
newness  of  it.  A  lesser  speaker  might  have  been 
unable  to  meet  the  challenge,  but  Daly  found  a  middle 
ground  that  was  acceptable,  if  not  optimal,  for  all. 
Other  problems  were  beyond  the  control  of  the 
organizers  and  Daly.  They  included  a  scheduling  error 
that  left  people  waiting  outside  the  hall  for  an  extra 
half  hour,  and  a  sound  system  that  was  improperly 
aimed,  so  that  people  sitting  on  the  edges  of  the 
auditorium  had  some  difficulty  hearing.  Overall,  the 
evening,  like  the  entire  W.I.T.C.H.  series,  was  a  Wild 
success  and  a  success  of  Wild  Women.  I  look  forward 
to  the  release  of  Daly  and  Caputi' s  Wickedary  in  Oc¬ 
tober,  and  to  the  fourth  year  of  Wild  Independent 
Thinking  Crones  and  Hags. 


and  these  were  the  lesbians  they  knew  of,  the  ones 
whose  names  are  on  the  books  on  their  shelves.  At  this 
conference,  they  were  enthusiastic  (Sheila  Jeffries  and 
Andrea  Dworkin  got  standing  ovations).  But  then,  at 
this  conference  there  was  no  opportunity  for  response 
or  questions  from  the  audience  (this  is  a  standard  WAP 
technique). 


Many  in  that  auditorium  full  of  dykes  didn't 
KNOW  that  Adrienne  Rich  and  Barbara  Smith  and 
Cheryl  Clarke  signed  the  FACT  brief.  They  would 
have  given  these  women  standing  ovations  too.  They 
would  have  laughed  and  applauded  at  raunchy,  ex¬ 
plicit  lesbian  poetry.  (Instead  they  were  encouraged  to 
ridicule  and  despise  unfamiliar  sexual  practices  — 


these  were  the  worst  moments,  when  I  felt  the  au¬ 
dience  might  coalesce  into  a  hostile  mob.)  They  would 
have  been  delighted  to  hear  a  speaker  say,  "As  a  les¬ 
bian.  .  and  offer  an  alternative  lesbian  politics, 
maybe  even  a  politics  that  could  include  joy  as  well  as 
anger,  intellectual  openness  and  generosity  as  well  as 
passionate  commitment.

(R-Acworth)  insisted  that  ho¬ 
mosexuals  “want  to  raise  their 
own  meat  to  sexually 
molest. . ..  What  is  more  con¬ 
venient  than  to  raise  their  own 
children.” 

The  bill  passed  202-155. 

CAGLR  is  considering  a 
court  challenge  to  the  law.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Hurn,  a  court 
challenge  would  involve  legal 
groups  including  the  National 
American  Civil  Liberties 
Union,  the  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Rights  Project,  the  Children’s 
Rights  Project  and  Lambda 
Legal  Defense  and  Education 
Fund. 

One  gay  male  couple  may 
want  to  challenge  the  law  in 
court  by  attempting  to  adopt  a 
child  or  by  having  one  of  the 
men  adopt  the  biological  child 
of  his  partner.

Tracks  in  the  Snow.  By  Orlow 

Seunke,  Jan  Musch  and  Tijs  Tinbergen.  With 
Gerard  Thoolen.  In  Dutch  with  English  sub¬ 
titles.  Somerville  Theater.  May  6-9. 

Shot  on  location  in  Norway  and 
Holland,  in  sub-zero  weather,  in  a  war 
zone,  and  using  real  arctic  wolves,  Tracks 
in  the  Snow  will  keep  you  on  the  edge  of 
your  seat.  And  its  emotional  content  —  a 
gay  man’s  battle  to  claim  his  father’s  love 

—  is  no  less  suspenseful  than  the 
movie’s  physical  setting. 

Two  middle-aged  brothers  in  the  1920s 
learn  of  their  father’s  impending  death. 
Simon,  a  cabaret  artist,  was  disowned  in 
his  youth  for  being  openly  gay.  His 
brother,  Hein,  has  taken  over  the  father’s 
stockbrokerage  and  hasn’t  talked  to 
Simon  in  years.  ’Now  each  decides  to 
make  the  journey  —  together  —  to  the  old 
man’s  death-bed  in  a  remote  Norwegian 
village. 

The  brothers  illustrate  a  perfect 
dichotomy  between  good  and  evil.  Hein, 
the  rich  businessman,  barks  at  his 
employees  and  manipulates  others’  feel¬ 
ings  and  actions  as  best  he  can;  Simon, 
the  poor  artist,  is  fun-loving,  well-liked, 
and  openly  emotional.  The  film’s  heart  is 
in  its  attention  to  Simon’s  homosexuality: 
the  pain  that  outsider  status  has  cost 
him,  but,  even  more  so,  the  sensitivity  so 
often  stereotypically  attributed  to  gay 
men  and  lesbians. 

While  there’s  no  sex  in  Tracks,  Simon’s 
sexuality  is  made  clear  by  references  to 
his  “boyfriends”  and  a  quick  shot  of  a 
younger  man  alone  in  Simon’s  bed.  The 
film’s  most  homoerotic  scenes  are  bet¬ 
ween  Simon  and  the  guide  he  eventually 
employs.  Though  the  two  have  almost  no 
language  in  common  and  are  caught  in 
desperate  physical  condition,  their 
friendship  is  forged  with  respect  and  af¬ 
fection.  Hein,  in  contrast,  becomes  in¬ 
creasingly  isolated. 

As  the  men  make  their  way  to  the  North 

—  first  by  ferry,  then  train  and  finally  sled 

—  they  jostle  against  their  differences 
while  the  mystery  of  Simon’s  break  with 
his  father  is  painstakingly  unraveled.  In  a 
dramatic  and  startling  use  of  a  play- 
within-a-play,  Simon  levels  his  charges  at 
Hein  and  all  hell  breaks  loose.  The  resolu¬ 
tion  of  Tracks  in  the  Snow  is  as  complex 
as  it  is  positive  in  its  portrayal  of  a  sen¬ 
sitive  gay  man.
